bound for Norfolk, V'a. Late Saturduy 
ni^ he she encountered a thick fog. About

when ti hai'sh gratiii^f noise was heard, and 
the ship came to a sudden standstill, Ijriii^- 
injr all on board burryiir.^ to the deck. 
Ti.iinmh the darkness and fog a mcii>sive 
black object was visiVile. The object was 
•-liM-ove; eil to be t*ie brig Hyperon, bound

The collision occurred just westofAbse- 
com light. The Roanoke took the brig in 
tow and proceeded on her voyage. At 5:^:5 
o'clock on Sunday morning, when at the 
breakwater north by west of Ahaeoom light, 
tbe brig sank, there being barely time to cut 
the hawser iif which the was being towed. 
Tbe HyparoB sank in thirteen fathoms of 
water, rigbt ia the track of vessels, and will 
prove dangerous to navigation unless le- 
moved. The Boanok* was damaged but 
little, The Roanoke proee* d *d on her way, 
arriving at Norfolk at 8:80 last nigbt. From 
telegraou Tao*iv*d bar* froai tto* Norfolk 
agents of tb* Dominioo Un* it is learned that 
the brig was to Uame. No lights were visi- 
ble on her at the time of tb* eolliiion. It is 
not known to whom ah* waa oon signed nor 
to whom sh e belonged.
